INTRODUCTION 


This volume completes the comics complement to Season Three of the Buffy TV 
series. We did more than twice as many comics set during Season Three as any 
other season of the show—you can refer to my intro in the previous volume 
for the reasons why. But what makes this volume unique is that the bulk of the 
book tells a single story. After the first eight issues of the monthly series told 
seven different stories—a string of single-issue stories and one two-parter—I 
challenged Andi Watson to create a story in the form of a season of the show. 
I asked him to craft one long tale that would take us the better part of a year. 
We planned for interruptions and side tracking, just as every season of the show 
followed a long story while leaving room for short-story detours. Andi came 
up with Bad Blood, reintroducing the vampire Selke, who Buffy had thought she’d 
killed in an earlier story (“Cold Turkey” from Omnibus Volume 3). Selke returns 
in an intricate tale involving vampire fashion models, plastic surgery, and alchemy. 
At nine issues, Bad Blood remained the longest Buffy story told in comics until 
Season Eight. After the first few issues of Bad Blood, artist Joe Bennett decided to 
return to superhero comics. I replaced him with Cliff Richards, who’d done just 
one fill-in issue of the series. Cliff and I clicked immediately. I love his work. His 
art dominated the rest of the Buffy series, leading to his contribution to Season 
Eight #10. 

While Andi was doing Bad Blood, we worked on a lot of other bits and pieces 
with various writers and artists, including an issue of Dark Horse Presents devoted 
to Buffy characters. One of those stories was the first Angel solo story,“Cursed,” 
by Buffy novelist Christopher Golden and artist Hector Gomez.The same team 
did “Stinger” as a special giveaway comic for Wizard magazine, and the Angel: 
The Hollower miniseries, set before Angel left Sunnydale. We’ll get a great Faith 
story in Volume 5, by BuffyTV scribe Jane Espenson. 

When Bad Blood was done, Andi Watson was ready to move on, and return 
his focus to his own stories, like Geisha and Breakfast After Noon. I managed to 
get a couple little bits out of him over time, including strips like “Mall Rats” 
found at the end of the short-story section of this book. 

After a sprawling nineteen issues, plus side projects set in Season Three like 
The Hollower, it was time to move further on into Buffy continuity. I felt that 
we needed something special, so I brought in Doug Petrie, one of the greatest 
writers from the TV show, who’d written one of the best Buffy comics with 
Ring of Fire. He wrote our special twentieth issue, with art by Jason Minor, and 
a cover by J. Scott Campbell. Released concurrent with the end of Season 
Four, Doug’s strange little story gets us out of Season Three, and it gets Angel 
out of Buffy’s life, all over again.
